When interviewed by the Hull East 
Wind, Superintendent: Phelan 0 f tlve 
Street Railway said that the liiy upon 
which service is to be discontinued on 
December 1st in the Hull district is as 
follows s 

Hingham-Queen Anne's Corner Route 
from Hingham Depot *to Queen Anne's 
Corner. 

"This discontinuance of service is for 
an indefinite time, and will certainly be 
for the winter period. 

"Where track conditions arc such that 
the commission has ordered immediate 
repairs which cannot he made due to the 
lnck of funds, there is apparently no 



hope for resuption of the service this 
Winter; but on some lines, the right to 
operate the present type of cars without 
expensive apparatus and alterations but 
with one man in charge of the car in- 
stead of two may, with a raise of fare, 
justify the resumption of service on cer- 
tain lines. 

"On the other hand, it is not likely 
that until the communities affected 
agree to guarantee the operating loss 
and other charges on these routes the 
resumption of service will be made at 
all. 

"Notices are being posted in all the 
cars operated on all the lines affected, 
in waiting rooms and other conspicuous 
points on the routes."

Now Is the Time to Start 
Garden Operations for the 
Successful 1919 Patches. 

The home vegetable gardens have 
been a great success as food producers 
the past season, despite the fnct that 
most people were late In starting. The 
planting of a large number of gardens 
will be even more essential next year 
If we are to meet the food-production 
requirements. Now Is the time, ad- 
vises the United States department of 
agriculture, to start your garden op- 
erations for next year by securing the 
use of a vacant lot, or other land, hav- 
ing It plowed or spaded and well fer- 
tilized this autumn so that It will be 
In shape for planting as early In the 
next spring as the weather will permit 
Ry getting possession of the land now, 
nil clearing away of stones and other 
refuse can be done before winter. If 
the soil Is of a clay formation or has 
a sod upon It, It should be broken up 
this autumn and allowed to He exposed 
to freezing and thawing during the 
winter months. 

As a rule manure can be more easily 
obtained In the autumn than In the 
spring, and there Is no objection to ap- 
plying the manure now and allowing it 
to lie upon the soil during the winter 
months, working It Into the soil when 
fitting It for planting. If plenty of ma- 
nure is obtainable a heavy dressing 
should be turned under and then a sec- 
ond coating of fine manure applied to 
the surface of the plowed or spaded 
soil. If the land Is broken up this au- 
tumn It will be much easier to get In 
shape for planting next spring. In 
many sections onions, kale and spinach 
can be planted this autumn. A garden 
will help to feed the family. Make a 
start this fall.

What to Do With Popcorn. 

Well-salted and buttered popcorn Is 
so universally liked that no one needs 
to be urged to eat It. However, It Is 
well to eat It oftener as a food and 
not as a light refreshment. A bowl 
of good milk, with plenty of nicely 
popped kernels of corn floating around 
It. Is a Sunday evening lunch of the 
choicest kind. There are countless 
ways of, using popped corned besides 
the common ways that everybody en- 
Joys. Here are a few not so common: 
Popcorn Pudding. 

Put two cupfuls of freshly popped 
corn through the food chopper, add 
two and a half cupfuls of milk ee 
well-beaten eggs, half a teas Jul 
pf salt, half ja cupful td 
a half teaspoonfuls of sweeFShi., Ti-uT" 
well and pour Into a well-greased pud- 
ding* dish set in a pan of hot water, 
and bake until the custard Is selk Re- 
move, from the oven, cover with la me- 
ringue, which may be made by reserv- 
ing one of the whites of theieggs; 
sprinkle with popcorn and lightly 
brown In the oven. 

Maple Popcorn Squares. 

Boll together two pounds of brown 
sugar, or maple, with a pint of milk 
and one-fourth of a teaspoonfnl of 
cream of tartur. When the sirup 
makes a soft ball when dropped In 
cold water add two tablespoonfuls of 
butter substitute and either maple or 
vanilla flavoring; set the pan In a dish 
of cold water and bent until cool. 
Then pour Into greased pans, sprinkle 
thickly with popcorn and cut Into 
squares when cold. Wrap each square 
In waxed paper. A square of choco- 
Inte may be added to the sugar, mak- 
ing chocolute squares. 

Popcorn mixed with ground nuts, 
figs and raisins or dates, all put 
through the meat grinder makes a 
most tasty confection which will keep 
some time. 

Popcorn Balls. 
Mix two and n half cupfuls of mo- 
lasses with half a cupful of brown 
Sugar, one tablespoonfui of butter 
substitute and a tublespoonful of vin- 
egar. Boll together until It hardens In 
cold water. Have ready five quarts 
of popped corn, free from the hard 
kernels. Pour this mixture over the 
corn and mix well. Dip the hands Into 
cold water and press the corn Into 
balls. 

Popcorn Fruit Cookies. 

Mix one cupful ench of ground 
popped corn, sugar and chopped flgs, 
one-half cupful each of shortening and 
milk and a beaten egg. Gradually add 
one cupful each of wheat flour ami 
cornmenl, which have been Hlfted 
with one teaspoonfnl of salt and one- 
half teuspooiiful of nutmeg, with four 
teaspoonfulM of baking powder. Boll, 
cut and bake In a moderate oven.

Shotgun Properly Cared For Is Said to 
% Be Good for a Hundred 
Thousand Shots. 

A question frequently asked is. "How 
long will my shotgun last?" or "How 
many shots can I fire from my rifle or 
revolver before it wears ont?" 

It Is Impossible for anyone to say 
Just how long a firearm will last, he- 
cause it is impossible to tell before- 
hand what kind of care it Is going to 
get, and the cure It receives makes all 
the difference between a few hundred 
shots and a lifetime of faithful service 

Assuming that they are cleaned care- 
fully and consistently a good shotgun 
will show practically no falling off in 
pattern or penetration for probably 
well over 100.000 shots. A 22-ca liber 
rifle and a revolver are both good for 
30.000 or 40,000 shots. A high-power 
rifle Is good for about 3,000 to 5,000 
shots, usually the higher the velocity 
the shorter the life of the barrel. 

Judging from these facts It would 
appear that the higher the pressure 
developed by the explosion the more 
wear on the barrel, for the shotgun de- 
velops the least pressure and the high- 
power rifle the most. 

A rather interesting sidelight on this 
question of barrel life is a determina- 
tion of the actual length of time to 
which a good shotgun barrel is sub- 
jected to the force and burning effect 
of the powder charge during its life- 
time. If 100.000 shots are fired from a 
shotguu the Inside of the barrel is ac- 
tually exposed to the flame of the 
powder charge for ahout four minutes.

Barn af Thl» Type Must Be Used Be- 
fore It* Many Conveniences and 
Economies Can Be Thor- 
oughly Appreciated.

Bettor form methods require better 
buildings, not necessnrlly expensive 
ones, but buildings thiit nre well 
plunned and properly adnpted to the 
work for which they are Intended. A 
farm building should be first a prop- 
erty saver, second a labor saver. Farm

feed overhead. It leaves a clear space 
for the horse fork, which works freely 
from one end of the building to the 
other. Roofs like this are compara- 
tively new. The first ones built were 
not strong enough to stn'nd heavy 
winds, and some of them hlew down, 
but there hns been no such trouble re- 
cently, if properly braced each sldo 
forms a truss and the two trusses meet 
together at the peak. 

There are hay chutes at the sides 
for putting down hay and beddlnR and 
there Is a stairway for convenience 
In getting up and down. 

To help out at feeding time there 
should be a silage carrier to run from 
the silo down the different alleys to 
distribute the feed. If a farmer wants 
to know the number of miles traveled 
about the stable It Is only necessary to 
figure the number of trips and steps 
taken each feeding time, then multiply 
this by the number of feeds during the 
winter. If every dalrymnn would do 
this the location of some silos wonld 
be chnnged. The amount of travel 
will surprise those who have never 
thought about It This Is one rea- 
son for placing the silo at the side. 

The manure alley In the center Is 
wide enough so It Is not necessary to 
have a pile of manure outside of the 
stable. Manure Is worth a great deal 
more when It is drawn Immediately 
from the stable to the field. This barn 
looks well and It Is a good practical 
barn. A barn of this type must be 
used before Its many conveniences and 




buildings may be considered In a sense 
as a necessary expense, but on the 
other hand they should be considered 
In the light of an Investment. 

A farm barn Is the farmer's fuctory. 
It Is a building In which he converts 
raw materials into manufactured 
products. In a dairy stable he takes 
cheap feeds and manufactures them 
Into expensive cream and butter. In 
feeding stables and hogpens he manu- 
factures high-priced breeding stock, 
as well as good beef, mutton and pork 
out of cheap grain and cheaper rougb^h 



age. 

It makes a great difference In the 
profits whether this barn factory Is so 
constructed that the animals may be 
comfortable enough to make the best 
possible use of the feeds given there. 
Profits are also seriously affected by 
the labor problem. Barns and stables 
may be so arranged as to conserve la- 
bor or to waste labor. 

In selecting a plan the farmer him- 
self mnst be the Judge of what he 
needs. The kind of farm building best 
adapted to one part of the country Is 
not suitable for another. Two farms 
adjoining need different buildings, be- 
cause the kind of farming differs 
with Individuals. One farmer makes 
a great mistake by blindly copying 
what another farmer uses to advan- 
tage. Every building requires care- 
ful study to fit It Into environments 
of the farm and $ic peculiarities of 
the man. 

In bnlldlng, by all means secure tho 
services of the best mechanics within 
reach. Their wages are a little higher, 
but they seldom spoil material, and 
the Job is almost always more satis- 
factory In the end. 

Judgment Is necessary In buying ma- 
terials; generally speaking, the best 
Is the cheapest, bnt It often hnppeus 
that a good second grade answers the 
purpose Just as woll, while effecting 
considerable saving In cash. 

Farmers may save a great deal by 
getting ready weeks, or months be- 
fore building. Putting up even a 
Hmnll building runs Into a great deal 
of work. Often tho time required 
1* more than twice an much as the 
estimates. By having everything on 
the ground confusion Is avoided, as 
well as tho unnecesHary expenso of 
getting things together In a great 
hurry, often at an Inconvenient sen- 
son. 

This cow barn Is 81 feet wide by 80 
feet long and will accommodate 28 
cows. There is also space for sevcrnl 
horses. 

The manure gutters ond floor for 
cleaning Is In the center, so that In 
this Hlnbin the cows fnce nutwnrd. 
This nrrnngfehittiit makes It easier to 
remove the manure and tho plan Is 
liked by some dairymen. 

The balloon roof construction makes 
It possible to store n great deal o£i 



economies can be thoroughly appreci- 
ated. In effect, It Is two stables In 
one. The horse barn, as should be 
the rule. Is shut off from the dairy sta- 
ble by tight partitions and solid doors. 

Boom Is provided In the tremendous 
mow for the storage of sufficient for- 
age to last through an ordinary win- 
ter season. Any surplus hay product, 
however, may be stored to excellent 
advantage In a hay shed. The plan 
for this barn may be modified. If de- 
sired, by creating more space for 
s, or by eliminating the horse 
feature entirely and making a 
dairy barn of the entire structure.

There 
being no male descendants, the crown 
went through the daughters. Ultimate- 
ly these turned up In Ireland, and Vic- 
toria was descended from them 
through the Irish kings. At one time 
n member of tho house of lords and a 
colonial bishop of tho Church of Eng- 
land were Included among the be- 
lievers.

UNITED WAR WORK CAMPAIGN 



By John R. Mott, Director General 
United War Work Campaign 



A few days ago a letter reached my 
desk from one of the officers of th.' 
A. E. F. in France. 1 shall not quote it 
verbatim, but the substance of it was 
this: 

"The conduct of the American Army 
thus tar has been one of the wonders of 
History. There never has been in the 
world so clean, so efficient a fighting 
force nor one endued with so much of 
unselfishness and idealism. But some 
ol us who are responsible for the lives 
and future of these boys are beginning 
to think about the period of demobili- 
zation — and not altogether without ap- 
prehension. We remember what some- 
times took place in our college days On 
the night when the team broke training. 
Here in France is not one team only, 
but half o dozen — French, English, Am- 
erican, Portugese and all the rest— and 
all of them have been playing the most i 
tense, most exciting and exacting game 
in human experience.

Now tluit the war is over and that the 1 
final Peace Terms will without doubt be 
signed sometime before Christmas some) 
of the Boys will be landing in this coun- 1 
try within a very short time and will be 
coming into Town when they are least 
expected. 

It ocenred to me that ynu would be [ 
willing to help raise a fund, a snbstan- . 
tinl amount, with which to welcome 
these Boys of null home. Their great 
est welcome, naturally, will be from 
their families but it seems to me that 
the Town, as a Town, should give these 
Boys a wecome they will never forget. 

It may seem early to yon to start j 
raining this fund right away hut reeiill 
July. 15)17 when these same Boys were 
ordered to Framingham to train before 
going overseas, they were leaving their | 
homes and all that they cared for and 
offering their lives that German power 
would not reach our homes and ruin 
America as France has been ruined ' 
tbo Huns; recall how they left Town, 
automobiles were not even provided the 
mothers of these Boys to take them to 
Hingham to bid good-be to their sons; 
nnd U a few people In the village had 
not raised about $25.00 these Boys 
would have left town without any send- 
off at all. 

The Bovs felt this and were they dis- 
npoinled that tho Town, as a Town, did 
not R'vo them a sendnff as was given 
Boy* of other Towns. Since then and 
especially during last summer the peo- 
ple of Hull have responded very well to 
„nyth!ng that was started to help the 
Boys "over there" and therefor have 
partly made up for what was not done 
when they went away. 

But oven to these dances and enter- 
tainment* the Town, as a Town did not 
mihscribe. The Town officials gave in.
